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1. The lanaing field of the JUETH2BOG DAL (i 52/8 68) eirfield 
25X10 was not serviceable for fast aircraft. Motor vehicle wrecks 
were ihying about the grass-covered field. A target range 
had been constructed along the TUETERBOG-ROURBECK (H 52/8 687 
highway. About 70 scldiers wearing fatigves were observed 
pra, .ccting ut the range. 


2. Noise of work was heard from the hangars along the road, 
Jone motor vehicle parts were laying in front of the hangars. 
Six EM and two officers wearing blue epaulets were nailing 
eight boxes (5x5x7.5 feet) at the loading ramp. 


3. The doors of tne eastcrn hengar were partly open afd three 
biplanes of type : U-2 were parked in front. The occupation 
of the field was estimated at about 450 soldiers. 


4, A German worker made the following statement: 


"Four or five biplanes are stationed at the airfield. ‘These 
planes conduct individual flying in fair weather. Until mid-. 
1948 all the radio sets from captured Gorman aircraft or from 
German depots in the entire Province of Brandenburg were col- 
lected at the field. They were repaired, packed and shipped 

to the SU. In the course of the last two months many air force 
officers have come to DAML. Besides an air force unit, an air 
force motor vehicle repair unit and another unit wearing 
black-bordered red epaulets are Stationed at the field",

lets entered the gate. ost of these officers were wearing 
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
